Toward the south from Marlon, and
together with the Virginia Bouthern
Rallread, opening up for successful de-
velopment the rich mineral and timber
lands of the Rye Valley reglon, and
extending from Marion nearly forty
miles into tha yery-heart of the rlch-
est ‘body of spruca tlmber in Amerlca,
runA the Marion and Rye Valley Rail-
road. This |5 a standard gauge road
bullt especlally for the development
of the mineral and timber Intlerests
which It resches.

The Marion and Ryd Valley and Vir-
ginia Southern roads, which ara prac-
tically one system, handle a very large
amount of loga and sawed timber, the
latter belng brought from the large
band-mill of the TFalrwood Lumber
Company, In Grayson county, and from
smaller mlils along the roads, while the
unsawed logs Ara brought  from the
logging camps to the mlll of the United
States Lumber Company, at Marion. In
addition, the Marlon and Rye Valley
brings to the Norfolk and Western for
shipment to market a great deal of Iron
ore, produce and other freight and
express.
